NEW ENGLISH OPERA HOUSE. 

THERE are few authors who have contributed so largely to the 
amusement of the play-going world as Mr. Peake, and it is there- 
fore with sincere pleasure that we have to record the triumphant 
and well deserved success of an other piece from his fertile pen, 
a Musical Romance, in two acts, entitled Blanche of Jersey, 
which was produced at this Theatre yesterday evening. This 
Drama, like many others by the same author, is of a mixed nature, 
in which the pathetic and the comic alternate in an agreeable 
manner. The following is a sketch of the story : The scene is laid 
in the Island of Jersey, during the reign of James the Second, at 
a time when political feuds were raging by the denominations of 
the “ Laurel,” and the ‘‘ Rose,” the chiefs of the two contending 
parties, Le Croix and D’Harancourt, though opposed in politics, 
were yet friends, and onthe day when the piece opens go out 
shooting together. Late at night D’Harancourt returns alone, and 
shortly after Le Croix is discovered murdered. Suspicion falls on 
D’Harancourt, he is arrested, and on strong circumstantial evidence 
found guilty, and sentenced to be hung; a memorial, however, 
ie presented to the King, praying for his pardon. Blanche, his 
daughter, receives an express, arnouncing that the prayer has 
been rejected, and that the death warrant is forwarded for her 
father’s execution. Distracted at her father’s danger, she de- 
termines on waylaying the postman, and by obtaining possession 
of the death warrant, delay the execution, and thus find means to 
clear her father’s fame. This she effects, but her noble devotion 
would have been fruitless, had not the real murderer, Claude 
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Crussol,a smuggler, (urged by his blind mother, the ct devant 
nurse of Blanche) confessed his guilt, he having been incited to 
the dreadful deed by the discovery that Le Croix had seduced his 
(Crussol’s) wife. 

This story is worked up with great skill and knowledge of 
dramatic effect ; the incidents and situations are very exciting, 
and the dialogne is extremely well written ; the comic portion of 
it especially is very witty. The music is by John Barnett; it is 
rather to be characterised as pleasing than strikingly original ; 
four of the songs were however encored, which is a proof that the 
audience liked them, The piece was well got up, and well acted. 
Miss Romer, as the heroine, has enhanced her fame as an impas- 
sioned and pathetic actress ; she was called forward at the end of 
the piece, aud warmly applauded. Mr. Diddear, as the Smuggler, 
acted the little he had to do with great talent, it was equal to 
his Wolf, in Sheridan Knowles’s Wrecker’s Daughter, in which 
he made 50 great an effect at Drury Laue. The piece was an- 
nounced for repetition to-morrow night, not only without a dis- 
senting voice, but also with tumultuous applause. A Quarter to 
Nine, and The Bottle Imp, were the Other entertainments.
